Sumner get the accounts 6f the whole Orphans' Fund read : 
Ridley not grudge young Statesmen a snug Nayal Nursery, 
Or Cam Hobhouse preside at the Pitt Anniversary : 
Thanks to Hulton and Nadin be mov'd by Sir Francis ; 
Or Ricardo and Maberly swear by what Van says : 
Ure impugn the Scotch Burghs in a laboured analysis^ 
And Lord Archibald vote for erecting two palaces : 
Sir James Graham not know what the contents of a Bill are ; 
Or Sir Christopher Robinson quote from Joe Miller : 
The Insolvent Committee keep Shelley from Epsom :

Having written thus far, my chief cause for repentance is^

Hume's vast and deep knowledge on Eastern affairs —

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IN^ofhing prompts him to flinch from a case^ weak or strong : 

Persevering when right: pertinacious when wrong: 

In reply, you might just as well preach to the wind. 

As attempt to move him, when he 's made up his mind : 

He should keep from all bias his judgment aloof. 

So as not to confound accusation with proof; 

But his temper, no joke could provoke or afifront : 

And his industry no mass of dulness can blunt : 

His speeches are business-like, sensible, clear; 

Big with truths, it*s important the Country should hear: 

Home truths, which he scorns to disguise or to soften; 

And the only fault is, that he tells them too often. 

If he spoke in our days half as much, even Cicero, 

liooking round on his audience, woi}ld frequently miss a row. 

But his zeal, worth, and talent, are plac*d beyond doubt— ^ 

Those who don 't like him m, yet can scarce wish him out — 

E'en some Tory Electors would give him a plumper. 

And (like us) drink him health, and success,^in a bumper ! 

Now, for fear you should think — (vide Btorace — First Satire) 
I had borrowed Crispinus*s method and matter, 
(Which a Tory, perhaps, would translate^ Peter Moore's)
